The suspension 
wa8 caused by tlitj curreiioy in Brazil hav- 
ing been heavily depreci.ated, and the 
decline in cott'ee f.ir the last three 
months. 

BoAiii).sJowN,N. J., May 18. — Herbert 
Arm.slrong and David IJrown were foinid 
dead to-day in a field, wliero they had 
boon plowing. Ono was shut through the 
heart and the oHier through the head. 
The killing was done with a Spencer rifle. 
The suppo.sition is that the nnirderer con 
coaled himself ui the Viiihliea and couly 
shot the uieii down. CircMnistaiitial evi- 
dence is strung against William Freeze, 
who had business truuhli's with the murd- 
ered men. The three wore all well to do 
fftrmeM, The eKjitament is high and it 
ia feared Freeze will be mobbed. 

Boston, Afiiy 17. — .\ uieeting of the 
creditors of IJenry Mays it Co., dealers in 
canned go(.ds, was held ro-ilay. The lia 
bllities aggregate IJllOiODi), uuenuunihered 
assets, iJoO.OOO. It ua.-i decided to put, 
the matter in the hands of a committee tor 
investigation. 

HAKRI.sBOiifi, (Ky.), i\Iay 19. — A hor- 
rible case of wholea.ile pinsoiiiiig by hem- 
lock took place i)i'-\r this [dace to day. 
Eighteen boys, iifler pl.iymg a game of 
baseball, started in search of wild par- 
snips, but got hold uf deadly hemhjck in- 
stead. The boys ate freely and all were 
taken viidenlly ill. Two died almost im- 
mediately and five are in a critical con- 
dition and not expected to live. The 
others are sutfering more or less from the 
poison. 

CHioA0b, May 11). — The will of the late 
Oyi-UB H. McOormiek was admitted to 

probato to-day. The estate is valued at 
SjlO, 000,000, and is devi.seil in trust to his 
widow for live years. .Vt the end of such 
time she is to receive one-fourth and his 
three sons and daughters the remainder. 
If either of the children marries before 
the expiration of five yearsi, he or she ia 
'to receive §100,000 in earnest of the 
amount finally betjueathed.

Twenty-five or thirty years ago, 1 think, 
at Marysville, Cal., which was then an 
established yet shanty- like town, lived 
Judge Stephen Field, and in his law idlice 
was a young fellow named George Gor- 
hara, who boarded with a plain family, 
and at the table another guest was a 
fiorid, Welsh-looking stranger. In the 
same house, or the next house, lived an 
Irishman named -Murphy, who had a 
bright, interesting daughter, but ho was 
fond of paddling her when anylliing wont 
wrong with him. This paddling h.id been 
going on for some time, and one day the 
boarders lu Id an indignation meeting and 
resolved l go ne.\t door aiul see old 
Murphy, i .id tell him that if lie did not 
stop correcting the girl on every and all 
occasions they would take him down to 
the stream and duck him, &c. Nono of 
the guests were especially brave, bijt they 
put on a very bravo front and hold the 
indignation meeting. Several years 
afterwards one of those parties. Field, 
was called to be Justice af the Supreme 
Court. Still latt r by several years tho 
Republioans in O.ilif' ii iiia nominated Gor- 
ham for Governor, and they put ou the 
ticket with him the present United States 
.Semitor Jones. W'hen .Jones met Gor- 
ham he said .—"Are you the little fellow 
from Long laland who boarded at Marys- 
ville with mo V Diui'f you know me V" 
"No, I don't think I do." "W hy, I'm 
Jones, tlie Welsh-looking fellow who 
formed one of the po.sse tw go in and mako 
old Murphy stop keeping that child 
screaming. " They .shook hands warmly, 
and then .hnios said :— "(iorhaui, do you 
know what lias become of that Mary 
Murphy V" "No." "Why, she is now 
Mrs. William Sharon." 

My' informant says that au'bsequBntly 
there mot at Washington Uitj' Jones and 
Sharon in tlie rnited Stales Senate, (ior- 
ham. Secretary of the Senate, and Field 
on the Supreme Bench — all brought out of 
that boarding house. Mary Murphy grew 
up to be an interesting woman, and tho 
paddling was only temporarily disadvan- 
tageous.

Ni;w YoiiEvi Moy 11 — tA iLbndbn 
patch says: — -The famous deaf- and dumb 
knick-knack peddler, who during tho past 
few yoans nttraeted so much aHention on 
London Bridge, has died in tho Soutli- 
wark Workhouse. Before his de.ith ho 
beckoned to his cot one of the hoapital at- 
tendants and torrifiod him by speaking to 
him. When tho attendant recovered from 
bin astonishment tho beggar confessed 
that his deafness and dumbness had been 
feigned. He said he was a .'^wi.ss gentle- 
man of fortune and belonged to one of 
the beat families in the Kepublic. When 
a young man be was betrothed to a beauti- 
ful and accomplished girl. Ho was pos- 
sessed of a most violent temper, and in a 
lovers' quarrel over a triHe ono day ho so 
wounded the girl by the hitlerness of hi:) 
invectives that she fell ill. His cruel con- 
ductstung him so that he bnciimo melan- 
choly from remorse, aiirl lift In me. He 
then resolved to piinisii himself; he vowed 
to become - a voluntary exile for twenty 
years, to earn his own living, loavo his 
fortune untouched, keep his relatives and 
friends ignorant of his wlierealiouta, and 
go barelioailed and barefooted in all wea 
ther during the entire time, and to listen 
to no ono and sjjeak to no human being 
during the ten last years of his exile, if 
he lived to complete his vow he meant to 
ruturn homo and use his furtuno and tho 
remainder of his days in making his be 
tri)tlied-hai)py providing she were alive 
and unmarried. He had rigidly kept his 
vow, "but," he cried before he expin I 
"my time is not ipiite up and 1 must i!i-' 
before it is. I have Ihh^ii punished as 1 
deserved." Investigation so far as it has 
gone has proven that tho peddler's Story is 
oHtirel}' true, and his fumily in Switgor- 
laud have been made ac uiainted w ith his 
death.

WAsniNOTON, May 19. — A bill in relation 
to the forfeitnro of tho Northern Pucilie 
lasf,da was inlTOclpofld to-day b^ I^ol^h. ft 
provi(;(ps ' for tt'e , iramecliij^e," restoration to 
the public domain of thai 'portioii of the 
grant lying contiguous with its main line 
between Wallula and Portland, a distance 
of 214 miles. It also provides for tho for- 
feiture at tho end of live years from tho 
passage of the bill of all lands adjacent to 
that portion of tho Cascade branch which 
shall then bo unbuilt, iu etVect giving tho 
road tivo years to build tho tJascade branch. 
Tho bill proposes to authorize persons in 
possession of any of tlieso lauds to purchase 
.320 acres if so much has been improved liy 
thoni'. Tho railroad is required to file its 
assent to the aonditiona of the bill, so as to 
avoid all question as to the title of tho for- 
feited lauds.

WITH ItEFKKENCE TO THE FOK.V i»F KK- 
l)Iy intended to be made in due course to 
applications for purchase of Dominion Lands within 
the Hallway Belt on the Mainland pi this . Province, 
which was published iu the British Coluuibia news- 
papers ou the 27th Noreniber last and gubscquently, 
the attention of applicants for such lands Is eallud to 
tho provlBlons of the rjnniiijiuii Lands Act,- 1888, oh 
to Homestead Ititthts, and particularly to sub-section 
heclion 27 and acetion '.It) of that Act, to which 
proviaiuna, as stated in that reply, or to proviaioim 
similar thereto, all Homestead Kl),'ht9 in British 
Columbia will be subject. 

Tho sectlona of tho Doniinon lands Act which

"And for tlio purpose of liaviiit; tlio said 
question determined as sijdii aa puissible, 
the governor in ooiuicil uiiiy refer to the 
supremo court of Canada for hearing and 
determination of the said question, as to 
thoicompetence uf Parliament to pass the 
said Acts, in whole or in part, .and such 
court shall thereupon hoar and determine 
the same and certify their opinion to tlie 
governor in council; and if in thoir opin- 
ion a part or parts of the said Acta only 
were within the compotenco of parliament, 
then they shall certify to the governor in 
OottDQil what part or parts thereof are 
within such competence. 

"The lieutenant-yovoriKir of any of the 
provinces may, with thu consent of the 
governor in council, •n Injlndf of the pro- 
vince of which he ia tha lioutonunt i^over- 
nor, become a party to the said caae; and 

f in the event of any protince thus being a 
party thereto, it shall be entitled to be 
heard by counsel on the agreement 
thereof ; and all or any of the said pro- 
vincea may, with the like consent, become 
parties thereto. " 

It will be seen from the al)ove extr.icts 
that the right to appeal against the opera- 
tion of the act, ia accorded to any or all 
of the provinces. It ia scareely necessary 
to say that the government of this pro- 
vince, should the Domiuiini govern niLMil 

- idecido to put the law in force, will be 
prepared to enter an appe;d. In Ontario 
licences have. been issued under the act 
and an appeal was or will be taken liy tlio 
Mowat government. A decision in the 
case of Ontario, would be a decision in 
all; and the province may not be called 
on to take any action, but .should the 
'Dominion govornniont eli^ct to put the 
law in force, it will be aeoiiTliat the local 
Kovernment know what are tha rights of 
the province and are prepared to main 
tain them. 

A SCARCITY UF SlIITiS. 

California is now on the eve of another 

bonanza crop of wheat. 'I'lie copious 
rains this year are tiie cause of an unusu- 
ally heavy yield. But now a serinus ijues- 
tioii arises: Wliore are they going to get 
ships to carry this awuy ? It is an aston- 
ishing but actual fact that the required 
amount of tonnage is not forthcoming. 
The accumulation of shipping in the port 
of San Francisco will probably amount to 
150,000 tons by July Ist, the beginning 
of the cereal year, and, in addition, the 
total amount of shipping listed for the 
port will probably reach 180,000 tons. 
Now double these figures would better 
suit the wants of California. But, unfor- 
tunately for California, and more unfor- 
tunately for British sliipownerH, who have 
recently been building stiNimera, when 
they should have been l)uil(liiig sailing 
vessels, the requisite amount of toiinago 
is not to bo found in the L'uited Kingdom 
or elsewhere, and a full supply within the 
season seems to lio entirely out of the 
question. The sailing toiiuaL'e of Great 
" Britain, which declined from 4,577,85.0 
tons in 1877 to 3,851,015 tons in 1S80, 
declined yet further to 3,550,000 tun.s in 
1883, and is still smaller this year. On 
the other hand, steamer tonnage, which 
is not much used in the Ciilifornia wheat 
trade, increased 1,000,000 tons from 1880 
to 1883, and is still growing. Of eourje 
thid steamer tonnage will uvontually cut 
into the trade of the sailing vessels; but 
cannot do-so in one year to such an e.\- 
teni'&e;.'to provide the whole 600,000 tons 
which California and Oregon will require 
this season. 

X^BE GAMBLERS' DEFENDER. 

The Post, in a self-laudatory article, de- 
nies that it is a friend of the gamblers, 
and professes to make the discovery that 
the Vintners as a society are not in favor 
of gambling. \N lio .said they \vere( Not 
The Coloai.-il . Nor have we joined iu a 
raid up saloon- keepei-i who pursue a legal 
occupation. But wo have attacked tbo.«e 
liquorsellers who allow gauililing on thuir 
premises, and intend to continue the as- 
saults until the evil ia staiiipcd out. The 
Post, on the other hand, has really de- 
fended' the gamblers. It lias tried to 
bring the specials who broke u(j the game.i 
into contempt; has called tliuin informera 
and heaped ridicule <ni their heads; and 
then it turns ccjolly around and cries, 
"Wo are not the defender of j^ambler.i, 
wo are only down on the Bliie Ribbon 
Club members who took the gainblors' 
occupation away." And after all that it 
has said and done against the Blue llib- 
bon people it turns out that the eilitor of 
the Post — according to liis nwii confession 
—is himself a Blue Ribbon man! What 
do the gamblers think of their defender 
or the Vintners of their champion!

European Cable Notes. 

TIm^ illortjaiialic Uliivriiit^e. 

Nkw York, May 18. — Morning papers 
contain the following news and gossip by 
cable : 

cr.AD.SrONK. ON UlUTISU POLITICS. 

("iliidstuiio, in an interview to-day, de- 
spite an apparent effort to appear eontid- 
ent and positive, betrayed marked 
despoudoucy concerning Knglish political 
affairs. He admitted that the emisorva- 
tives, though lacking in good leadership, 
wore gaining political unity and strength, 
through mere force of public aentiinent, 
which, he said, "actuated by erroneous 
iinprossioDS concerning afl'aira in the Sou- 
dan, svas in ovidont revolt against the gov- 
ernment ;" Borne asked in what direction 
the conservatives wore likey to use the 
Egyptian situation against the ministry, 
and ilr. Gladstone said the opposition 
were not in a position to make use of tlio 
government's Egyptian policy for their 
political advantage at all, because, in re- 
gard to Egypt thu ininiatry kept it own 
counsel, and tl'.Q conservatives were lack- 
ing in information, but they oalculated ui)- 
on public dissatisfaction, which he would 
not deny o.xisted, and hoping that events 
would justify this dissatisfaction they 
were determined to block the government 
for the purpose of securing time in order 
t-) develop an issue. In regard to the 
specitic measures against which the con- 
servatives were likely to place their block 
the premier did not hesitate to declare 
that ho believed it would be the bill to 
enlarge the franchise. He said ho was 
convinced that the tory party in the house 
of lords had already combined to reject 
tliia bill. Gladstone spoke firmly though 
with reluctance. He said that businua.s at 
present before parliament could by no 
means bo finished before the summer re- 
cess, but intimated that the government 
was determined to resent the rejection of 
the franchise bill by an appeal to the 
Country.

It is now 
Btaled that the grand duke's conduct has 
turned the sympathy of Darmstadt in 
favor of Kalemire whose accepted suitor 
the grand duke was regarded for over a 
year preceding the ceremony and that she 
will bo encouraged stoutly to insist upon 
her rights in the courts.

Dciilli or Baron Kag^laii. 

Baron Raglan, the simple announce- 
ment of whose death in four words, ap- 
peared in Saturday's Bulletin, inherited 
and worthily supported a distinguished 
name. Hia father, Fitzroy .Jame-i Henry 
yomersotjWas born in 1788( Byron's year) 
Ilnwas the eighth and youngest son of the 
fifth Duke of Beaufort; entered the army 
and like so many of tlie younger sons of 
the nobility, fought his way to eminence. 
Ho lost his arm at Waterloo, and for his 
services in the field was knighted. He 
ivas in parliament from 1818 to 1820 and 
iu 185'_' was created Baron Raglan. In the 
war of the Eiigli.sli and l''rench against 
Russia he was comniaiider-in-chief lu the 
Crimea and sjavo the ortler through Lord 
liUcaii, under which tho hitter's l)rolher- 
in-law. Lord Cardigan, led the famous 
"<.;iiargo of the Light Brigade," sung by 
'I'lMinyaou, of dOO men who charged upon 
the Uiissiau guna; just one-fourth aur- 
vived it. Lord Raglan di(!<l of a fever iu 
camp on that historic spot in the foUosv- 
ing year. His first soi; had be(;n 
killed at the battle of the Butlej December 
Jlst, 1815, and the title descended to 
the late Barnn Richard William 
Fit/.roy Somerset, who was born in 1817, on 
llio ibiy destined to be long obsi'rvcil as 
tliat of the (iuei'n's birth. 'I'lie laic liaron 
niarrii^d Septeinbor 1850, Lady (Icorg- 
iana Lygon, third daiiglitiir of Hc niy, fourth 
Earl of Keauchainp, by whom ho bail issm.-; 
(icin-gu I'ilzroy Henry (for whom the King 
of Hanover was sponsor), late page of hon- 
or to tho Qtjpen, since Lieutenant of the 
Grenadier GFuards; Arthiir Charles Edwm'd. 
I;ieutonant of the Biflo Brigade; Granville 
AVilliaui Kichard of the Boyal Nttvy; Well- 
oslry Honry, who died, and Bicbard Fit/.- 
roy, now uiiii'ti'on years old. His wife 
living, the liarou niurrieil a socoihI time, 
October 11, 1871, Mary ISlanrho, ohlosl 
iluughtor of Sir Walter and Lady Mary 
l'ari|uliar, of which union there is a .laii^;li- 
ter of nine y>''ars, Violet Klizabeth Kuthor- 
ino. The motto upon the family arms is 
"Mntare vol timeri' sporno." il scorn 
'to change or to fear./ Iu many respects 
this is one of the most distiugnished of thu 
noble families of England. The Lioiiteuant 
of Grenadiers succeeds as baron. He in 
only Iwi-uly-Hix year.s old.

The locality, from tho bearings given, 
must have boon near the matt easterly 
point of tho coast of South Ameriea.-.

"If tho captain of one sailing vessel trios 
during about half an hour to run into an- 
other sailing vessel in the piping time of 
peace, it is, we presume, a fair inference 
that he is either dtunk or demented. Tho 
tale is, however, a most extraordinary 
one, and is worth the attention of tho 
owners of the St. Hilda.

Churchill, (hirst and other 
conservatives and all the Pa riiollite's 
voted with the g.iveruiiieiil. Noithcote 
and many of his conservative follower.s 
quitted tho liou.je before the vote was 
taken. Lord George Humilton's attack 
on Churchill caused considerable excite- 
ment in the house.
